BILL No. 73 OF 1999 


A Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to foreign exchange with the 

objective of facilitating external trade and payments and for 
promoting the orderly development and maintenance of 

foreign exchange,market in India . 
Beit enacted by Parliament in the Fiftieth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 
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CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. (1) This Act may be called the Foreign Exchange Management Act, 1999. 
(2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3) It shall also apply to all branches, offices and agencies outside India owned or 
controlled by a person resident in India and also to any contravention thereunder committed 
outside India by any person to whom this Act applies. 

(4 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette , appoint: 

Provided that different dates may be appointed for differentprovisions of this Act and 
any reference in any such provision to the commencement of this Act shall be construed as 
a reference to the coming into force of that provision . 
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2 . In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) "Adjudicating Authority " means an officer authorised under sub -section 
(1 ) of section 16 ; 

(6 ) " Appellate Tribunal" means the Appellate Tribunal for Foreign Exchange 
ostablished under section 18 ; 

(c) " authorised person " means an authorised dcaler, monoy changer, off-shore 
banking unit or any other person for the time being authorised under sub - section ( 1 ) 
of section 10 to deal in foreign exchange or foreign securities ; 

(d ) " Bonch" means a Bench of the Appellate Tribunal ; 

(e) " capital account transaction " means a transaction which altors the assets or 
liabilities , including contingent liabilities, outside India of persons resident in India 
or assots or liabilities in India of persons resident outside India , and includes 
transactions referred to in sub - section (3 ) of section 6 ; 

" Chairperson " means the Chairperson of the Appellate Tribunal ; 

(8 ) " chartered accountant" shall have the meaning assigned to it in clause (b ) 
of sub -section (1) of section 2 of the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949; 

(h ) " currency " .includes all currency notes , postal notos , postal orders, monoy 
orders , chequos, drafts , travellers choquos , lotters of credit, bills of exchange and 
promissory notos, credit cards or such other similar instruments , as may be notified 
by the Reserve Bank ; 

(0) " currency notes " means and includos cash in the form of coins and bank 
notes ; 

( ) " current account transaction " means a transaction other than a capital account 
transaction and without projudice to the gonorality of the foregoing such transaction 
includos , — 

( payments duo in connection with foreign trado , other current business, 
services, and short- term banking and credit facilities in the ordinary course of 
business , 

(ii) payments duo as interest on loans and as not income from investments, 

(iii ) remittances for living expenses of parents , spouso and children 
residing abroad , and 

( iv ) expenses in connection with foreign travol, oducation and medical 
care of paronts , spouso and children ; 

(k ) " Director of Enforcomont" means the Director of Enforcement appointed 
under sub -section ( 1) of section 36 ; 
(1) " export", with its grammatical variations and cognato expressions, moans 

(i) the taking out of India to a place outside India any goods, 

( ii) provision of services from India to any person outside India ; 
(m ) " foreign currency " means any currency other than Indian cuttency ; 
(n ) " foreign exchango " moans foreign currency and includes , - 

(1) doposits , credits and balances payable in any foreign currency , 

( 11) drafts , travellers cheques, lottors of credit or bills of exchange , 
expressed or drawn in Indian currency but payablo in any foreign currency, 

(ü ) drafts , travellors chequos, lottors of credit or bills of exchange drawn 
by banke, institutions or persons outside Indig , but payable in Indian currency ; 
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(0 ) " foreign security " means any security , in the form of shares, stocks, bonds, 
debentures or any other instrument denominated or expressed in foreign currency 
and includes securities expressed in foreign currency, but where redemption or any 
form of return such as interest or dividends is payable in Indian currency; 

(0 ) " import" , with its grammatical variations and cognato expressions, means 
bringing into India any goods or services; 

(9 ) " Indian currency " means currency which is expressed or drawn in Indian 
rupees but does not include special bank notes and spocial one rupeo notes issued 
under soction 28A of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 ; 

( ) " legal practitioner " shall have the meaning assigned to it in clause (1) of 
sub -section ( 1) of section 2 of the Advocates Act, 1961; 

(s) "Member " means a Member of the Appellate Tribunal and includes the 
Chairperson thereof; 

(t) " notify " means to notify in the Official Gazette and the expression 
" notification " shall be construed accordingly ; 
(u ) " person " includes 

(1) an individual , 
( ii ) a Hindu undivided family, 
( iii ) a company, 
(iv) a firm , 

(v ) an association of persons or a body of individuals, whether 
incorporated or not, 

(v1) every artificial juridical person , not falling within any of the 
procoding sub -clauses, and 

(vii) any agency, office or branch owned or controlled by such person ; 
(v) " person resident in India" means — 

(i) a person residing in India for more than one hundred and eighty -two 
days during the course of the preceding financial year butdoes not include 

(A ) a person who has gone out of India or who stays outside India, 
in either caso 

(a) for or on taking up employment outside India , or 

(b ) for carrying on outside India a business or vocation 
outside India , or 

( c) for any other purpose, in such circumstances as would 
indicate his intention to stay outside India for an uncertain period ; 

( B ) a person who has come to or stays in India , in either caso , 
otherwiso than 

(a ) for or on taking up employment in India , or 

(b ) for carrying on in India a business or vocation in India , 
or 

(c) for any other purpose, in such circumstances as would 
indicate his intention to stay in India for an uncertain period ; 
(11) any person or body corporate registered or incorporated in India , 

(iii) an offico, branch or agency in India owned or controlled by a person 
resident outside India , 

( iv ) an offico, branch or agency outside India owned or controlled by a 
person resident in India ; 

(w ) " person resident outside India " means a person who is not resident in 
India ; 
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(x ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

(y) " repatriate to India " means bringing into India the realised foreign exchange 
and 

( ) the selling of such foreign exchange to an authorised person in India 
in exchange for rupees, or 

( ii) the holding of realised amount in an account with an authorised 
person in India to the extent notificd by the Reserve Bank, 
and includes use of the realised amount for discharge of a debt or liability denominated 
in foreign exchange and the expression “ repatriation " shall be construed accordingly; 

(7) " Reserve Bank " means the Reserve Bank of India constituted under sub 
section (1) of section 3 of the Reserve Bank of India Act , 1934 ; 

(za) " security " means shares , stocks, bonds and debentures, Government 
securities as defined in the Public Debt Act, 1944 , savings certificates to which the 
Government Savings Certificates Act, 1959 applies, deposit receipts in respect of 
deposits of securities and units of the Unit Trust of India established under sub 
section ( 1) of section 3 of the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963 or of any mutual fund 
and includes certificates of title to securities, but does not include bills of exchange 
or promissory notes other than Government promissory notes or any other instruments 
which may be notified by the Reserve Bank as security for the purposes of this Act; 

( zb ) " service " means service of any description which is made available to 
potontial usors and includes the provision of facilities in connection with banking , 
financing , insuranco, medical assistance, legal assistance, chit fund , real estate , 
transport, processing , supply of electrical or other energy, boarding or lodging or 
both , entertainment, amusement or the purveying of news or other information , but 
doos not include the rendering of any service free of charge or under a contract of 
personal service ; 

(20) " Special Director (Appeals)" means an officer appointed under section 
18 ; 

(ud ) " specify " means to specify by regulations made under this Act and the 
expression " specified " shall be construed accordingly ; 

( ze ) " transfer " includes sale , purchase , exchange , mortgage, pledge , gift, loan 
or any other form of transfer of right, title , possession or lien . 


CHAPTER II 


REGULATION AND MANAGEMENT OF FOREION EXCHANGE 


Dealing in for 3. Save as otherwise provided in this Act, rules or regulations made thercunder, or 
cign exchange, with the general or special permission of the Reserve Bank , no person shall -- 
ac 

(a) deal in or transfer any foreign exchange or foreign security to any person 
not being an authorised person ; 

(b ) make any payment to or for the credit of any person resident outside India 
in any manner; 

(c) receive otherwise through an authorised person , any payment by order or 
on behalf of any person resident outside India in any manner; 

Explanation . For the purpose of this clause, where any person in , or resident 
in , India receives any payment by order or on behalf of any person resident outside 
India through any other person (including an authorised person ) without a 
corresponding inward remittance from any place outside India , then , such person 
shall be deemed to have received such payment otherwise than through an authorised 
person ; 
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(d ) enter into any financial transaction in India as consideration for or in 
association with acquisition or creation or transfer of a right to acquire, any asset 
outside India by any person . 

Explanation . For the purpose of this clause , " financial transaction " means 
making any payment to , or for the credit of any person , or receiving any payment 
for, by order or on behalf of any person , or drawing, issuing or negotiating any bill 
of exchange or promissory note, or transferring any security or acknowledging any 
debt. 

4 . Save as otherwise provided in this Act , no person resident in India shall acquire , 
hold , own, possess or transfer any foreign exchange, foreign security or any immovable 
property situated outside India . 

5 . Any person may sell or draw foreign exchange to or from an authorised person if 
such sale or drawal is a current account transaction : 

Provided that the Central Government may, in public interest and in consultation 
with the Reserve Bank , impose such reasonable restrictions for current account transactions 
as may be prescribed . 

6 ( 1) Subject to the provisions of sub -section ( 2 ), any person may sell or draw 
foreign exchange to or from an authorised person for a capital account transaction . 
(2 ) The Reserve Bank may, in consultation with the Central Government, specify 

(a ) any class or classes of capital account transactions which are permissible ; 

( b ) the limit up to which foreign exchange shall be admissible for such 
transactions : 

Provided that the Reserve Bank shall not impose any restriction on the drawal of 
foreign exchange for payments due on account of amortization of loans or for depreciation 
of direct investments in the ordinary course of business. 

(3 ) Without projudice to the generality of the provisions of sub -section (2 ), the Reserve 
Bank may, by regulations, prohibit, restrict or regulate the following 

(a ) transfer or issue of any foreign security by a person resident in India ; 
(b ) transfer or issue of any security by a person resident outside India; 

(c) transfer or issue of any security or foreign security by any branch , office or 
agency in India of a person resident outside India; 

(d ) any borrowing or lending in foreign exchange in whatever form or by 
whatever name called ; 

(e) any borrowing or lending in rupees in whatever form or by whatever name 
called between a person resident in India and a person resident outside India ; 

( ) deposits between persons resident in India and persons resident outside 
India ; 

(8 ) export, import or holding of currency or currency notes ; 

(h ) transfer of immovable property outside India , other than a lease not 
exceeding five years, by a person resident in India ; 

(1) acquisition or transfer of immovable property in India, other than a lease 
not exceeding five years, by a person resident outside India ; 

( ) giving of a guarantee or surety in respect of any debt, obligation or other 
liability incurred 

(1) by a person resident in India and owed to a person resident outside 
India : or 

(ii) by a person resident outside India . 
(4 ) A person resident in India may hold , own, transfer or invest in foreign currency, 
foreign security or any immovable property situated outside India if such currency, security 
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or proporty was acquired , held or owned by such person when he was resident outside 
India or inherited from a person who was resident outside India . 

(5) A person resident outside India may hold , own,transfer or invest in Indian currency, 
security or any immovable property situated in India if such currency , security or property 
was acquirod , hold or owned by such person when he was resident in India or inherited 
from a porson who was resident in India . 
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(0 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of this section , the Reserve Bank may, by 
regulation , prohibit, restrict, or regulate establishment in India of a branch , office or other 
place of business by a person resident outside India, for carrying on any activity relating to 
such branch , office or other place of business. 
7 . ( 1) Every exporter of goods shall 

(a ) furnish to the Reserve Bank or to such other authority a declaration in such 
form and in such manner as may be specified , containing true and correctmaterial 
particulars , including the amount representing the full export value or, if the full 
export value of the goods is not ascertainable at the time of export , the value which 
the exporter, having regard to the prevailing market conditions, expects to receive 
on the sale of the goods in a market outside India ; 


(b ) furnish to the Reserve Bank such other information as may be required by 
the Roservo Bank for the purpose of ensuring the realisation of the export proceeds 
by such exporter. 

(2 ) The Reserve Bank may, for the purpose of ensuring that the full export value of 
the goods or such reduced value of the goods as the Reserve Bank determines, having 
regard to the prevailing market conditions, is received without any delay, direct any cxporter 
to comply with such requirements as it decms fit. 


(3 ) Every exporter of services shall furnish to the Reserve Bank or to such other 
authorities a declaration in such form and in such manner as may be specified ; containing 
the truc and correct material particulars in relation to payment for such services. 
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8. Save as otherwise provided in this Act, where any amount of foreign exchange is 
due or has accrued to any person resident in India, such person shall take all reasonable 
steps to realise and repatriate to India such foreign exchange within such period and in 
such manner as may be specified by the Reserve Bank. 
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9. The provisions of soctions 4 and 8 shall not apply to the following, namely: 

(a ) possession of foreign currency or forcign coins by any person up to such 
limit as tho Reserve Bank may specify ; 

(6 ) foreign currency accountheld or operated by such person or class of persons 
and the limit up to which the Reserve Bank may specify ; 

(c) forcign exchange acquired or received before the 8th day of July , 1947 or 
any income arising or accruing thercon which is held outside India by any person in 
pursuance of a general or special permission granted by the Reserve Bank; 

(d ) foreign exchange held by a person resident in India up to such limit as the 
Reserve Bank may specify , if such foreign exchange was acquired by way of gift or 
inheritance from a person referred to in clause (c ), including any income arising 
therefrom ; 

(e) foreign exchange acquired from employment, business , trade, vocation , 
services , honorarium , gifts , inheritance or any other legitimate means up to such 
limit as the Reserve Bank may specify ; and 

) such other receipts in foreign exchange as the Reserve Bank may specify. 
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CHAPTER III 

AUTHORISED PERSON 
10 . (1 ) The Reserve Bank may, on an application made to it in this behalf, authoriso 
any person to be known as authorised person to deal in foreign exchango or in foroign 
securities, as an authorised dealer, money changer or off-shore banking unit or in any 
other manner as it deems fit. 

(2 ) An authorisation under this section shall be in writing and shall be subject to the 
conditions laid down therein. 

(3 ) An authorisation granted under sub -section (1) may be rovokod by the Reserve 
Bank at any time if the Reserve Bank is satisfied that 

(a ) it is in public interest so to do; or 

(b ) the authorised person has failed to comply with the condition subject to which 
the authorisation was granted or has contravened any of the provisions of the Act or 
any rule, regulation , notification , direction or order made thorounder: 

Provided that no such authorisation shall be revoked on any ground referred to in 
clause (b ) unless the authorised person has been given a reasonable opportunity of 
making a representation in the matter. 

(4 ) An authorised person shall, in all his dealings in foreign exchange or foreign 
security , comply with such gencral or special directions or orders as the Reserve Bank 
may, from time to time, think fit to give, and , oxcept with the previous permission of the 
Reserve Bank , an authorised person shall not ongage in any transaction involving any 
foreign exchange or foreign security which is not in conformity with the torms of his 
authorisation under this section, 

(5) An authorised person shall, before undertaking any transaction in foreign exchange 
on behalf of any person , require that person to make such declaration and to give such 
information as will reasonably satisfy him that the transaction will not involvo, and is not 
designed for the purpose of any contravention or evasion of the provisions of this Act or of 
any rule, regulation , notification , direction or order made thorounder, and where tho said 
person refuses to comply with any such requirement or makes only unsatisfactory 
compliance therewith , the authorised person shall refuso in writing to undortake the 
transaction and shall, if he has reason to believe that any such contravention or evasion as 
aforesaid is contemplated by the person , report the matter to the Reserve Bank . 

(0 ) Any person , other than an authorised person , who has acquired or purchased 
foreign exchange for any purpose mentioned in the doclaration made by him to authorisod 
person under sub -section (5) doos not use it for such purpose or does not surrender it to 
authorised person within the specified period or uses the foreign exchango.so acquired or 
purchased for any other purpose for which purchase or acquisition of foroign oxchango is 
not permissible under the provisions of the Act or the rules or regulations or diroction or 
order made thereunder shall be doomed to have committo contravention of tho provisions 
of the Act for the purpose of this section . 

11. ( 1) The Reserve Bank may, for the purpose of socuring compliance with the 
provisions of this Act and of any rules, rogulations, notifications or directions made 
thereunder, give to the authorised persons any direction in regard to making of payment a 
the doing or desist from doing any act relating to foreign exchange or foroign security. 

(2) The Reserve Bank may, for the purpose of onsuring the compliance with the 
provisions of this Act or of any rule, regulation , nodfication , diroction or ordor mado 
thereundor, direct any authorised person to furnish such information , in such manner, as it 
deems fit . 

(3) Where any authorised person contravencs any direction given by tho Roservo 
Bank under this Act or fails to filo any roturn as directed by the Rosorve Bank , the Rosario 
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Bank may, after giving reasonable opportunity of being heard , impose on the authorised 
person a penalty which may extend to ten thousand rupees and in the case of continuing 
contravention with an additional penalty which may extend to two thousand rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues. 

• 12 . (1 ) The Reserve Bank may, at any time, cause an inspection to be made , by any 
officer of the Reserve Bank specially authorised in writing by the Reserve Bank in this 
behalf , of the business of any authorised person as may appear to it to be necessary or 
expedient for the purpose of 

( a ) verifying the correctness of any statement, information or particulars furnished 
to the Reserve Bank ; 

(b ) obtaining any information or particulars which such authorised person has 
failed to furnish on being called upon to do so ; 

(c ) securing compliance with the provisions of this Act or of any rules, regulations, 
directions or orders made thereunder. 

(2 ) It shall be the duty of every authorised person , and where such person is a company 
or a firm , every director, partner or other officer of such company or firm , as the case may 
be , to produce to any officer making an inspection under sub -section ( 1), such books , 
accounts and other documents in his custody or power and to furnish any statement or 
information relating to the affairs of such person, company or firm as the said officer may 
require within such time and in such manner as the said officer may direct . 
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CHAPTER IV 

CONTRAVENTION AND PENALTIES 
13 . (1 ) If any person contravenes any provision of this Act, or contravencs any rule , 
regulation , notification , direction or order issued in exercise of the powers under this Act, 
or contravenes any condition subject to which an authorisation is issued by the Reserve 
Bank , he shall, upon adjudication , be liable to a penalty up to thrice the sum involved in 
such contravention where such amount is quantifiable , or up to two lakh rupees where the 
amount is not quantifiable , and where such contravention is a continuing one, further 
penalty which may extend to five thousand rupees for every day after the first day during 
which the contravention continues . 

(2 ) Any Adjudicating Authority adjudging any contravention under sub -section ( 1), 
may, if he thinks fit in addition to any penalty which he may impose for such contravention 
direct that any currency , security or any other money or properly in respect of which the 
contravention has taken place shall be confiscated to the Central Government and further 
direct that the foreign exchange holdings, if any , of the persons committing the 
contraventions or any part thereof, shall be brought back into India or shall be retained 
outside India in accordance with the directions made in this behalf. 

Explanation.- - For the purposes of this sub - section , " property " in respect of which 
contravention has taken place, shall include 

(a ) deposits in a bank , where the said property is converted into such deposits ; 
(6 ) Indian currency, where the said property is converted into that currency; and 
(c ) any other property which has resulted out of the conversion of that property. 

14 . ( 1) Subject to the provisions of sub -section (2 ) of section 19 , if any person fails 
to make full payment of the penalty imposed on him under section 13 within a period of 
ninety days from the date on which the notice for payment of such penalty is served on 
him , he shall be liable to civil imprisonment under this section . 

( 2 ) No order for the arrest and detention in civil prison of a defaulter shall be made 
unless the Adjudicating Authority has issued and served a notice upon the defaultor calling 
upon him to appear before him on the date specified in the notice and to show cause why 
he should not be committed to the civil prison, and unless the Adjudicating Authority , for 
reasons in writing , is satisfied 

(a ) that the defaulter, with the object or effect of obstructing the recovery of 
penalty , has after the issue of notice by the Adjudicating Authority, dishonestly 
transferred , concealed , or removed any part of his property, or 
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(b ) that the defaultor has, or has had since the issuing of notice by the 
Adjudicating Authority , the means to pay the arrears or somo substantial part thereof 
and refuses or neglects or has refused or neglected to pay the same. 

(3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- section ( 1), a warrant for the arrest 
of the defaulter may be issued by the Adjudicating Authority if the Adjudicating Authority 
is satisfied ,by affidavit or otherwise , that with the object or effect of delaying the execution 
of the certificate the defaulter is likely to abscond or leave the local limits of the jurisdiction 
of the Adjudicating Authority. 

(4 ) Whcrc appearance is not made pursuant to a notice issued and served under sub 
section (1 ), the Adjudicating Authority may issuc a warrant for the arrest of the defaulter . 

( 5) A warrant of arrest issued by the Adjudicating Authority under sub-section (3 ) 
or sub - section (4 ) may also be executed by any other Adjudicating Authority within whose 
jurisdiction the defaulter may for the time being be found . 

(0 ) Every person arrested in pursuance of a warrant of arrest under this section shall 
be brought before the Adjudicating Authority issuing the warrant as soon as practicablo 
and in any event within twenty -four hours of his arrest (exclusive of the time required for 
the journey): 

Provided that, if the defaulter pays the amount ontered in the warrant of arrest as 
due and the costs of the arrest to the officer arresting him , such officer shall at onco release 
him , 

Explanation . For the purposes of this sub -section , where the defaulter is a Hindu 
undivided family, the karta thereof shall be deemed to be the defaulter. 

(7 ) When a defaulter appears before the Adjudicating Authority pursuant to a notice. 
to show cause or is brought before the Adjudicating Authority under this section , tho 
Adjudicating Authority shall give the defaulter an opportunity showing cause why he 
should not be committed to the civil prison . 

(8 ) Pending the conclusion of the inquiry, the Adjudicating Authority may , in his 
discretion , order the defaultor to be detained in the custody of such officer as the 
Adjudicating Authority may think fit or release him on his furnishing the security to the 
satisfaction of the Adjudicating Authority for his appearanco as and when required . 

(9 ) Upon the conclusion of the inquiry , the Adjudicating Authority may make an 
order for the detention of the defaulter in the civil prison and shall in that event cause him 
to be arrested if he is not already under arrest: 

Provided that in order to give a defaulter an opportunity of satisfying the arrears , the 
Adjudicating Authority may , before making the order of detention , leave the defaultor in 
the custody of the officer arresting him or of any other officer for a specified period not 
exceeding fifteen days, or release him on his furnishing security to tho satisfaction of the 
Adjudicating Authority for his appearance at the expiration of the spocified period if the 
arrears are not satisfied . 

(10 ) When the Adjudicating Authority docs not make an order of detention under 
sub -section (9 ), he shall , if the defaulter is under arrest, diroct his release . 

( 11) Every person detained in the civil prison in execution of the certificate may be 
80 detained , 

(a ) where the certificate is for a demand of an amount exceeding rupees one 
crore , up to three years , and 

(b ) in any other caso, up to six months : 
Provided that he shall be released from such detention on the amount mentioned in 
the warrant for his detention being paid to the officer- in - charge of the civil prison . 

(12 ) A defaultor released from detention under this section shall not, morely by 
reason of his release , be discharged from his liability for the arroars , but he shall not be 
liable to be arrestod under the certificate in cxecution of which ho was detained in the civil 
prison . 

(13) A detention onder may be executed at any place in India in the manner provided 
for the execution of warrant of arrest under the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 .

15. (1 ) Any contravention under section 13 may , on an application made by the 
person committing such contravention , be compounded within one hundred and eighty 
days from the date of receipt of application by the Director of Enforcement or such other 
officers of the Directorate of Enforcement and officers of the Reserve Bank as may be 
authorised in this behalf by the Central Government in such manner as may be prescribed . 

(2 ) Where a contravention has been compounded under sub -section (1) , DO 
proccoding or further proceeding , as the case may be, shall be initiated or continuod , as 
the case may be , against the person committing such contravention under that section, in 
respoct of the contravention so compounded . 

CHAPTER V 

ADJUDICATION AND APPEAL 
16 . ( 1) For the purpose of adjudication under section 13 , the Central Government 
may , by an order published in the Official Gazette, Appoint as many officers of the 
Central Government as it may think fit, as the Adjudicating Authorities for holding

( c ) the period within which and the manner of repatriation of foreign exchango 
under section 8 ; 

( d ) the limit up to which any person may possess foreign currency or foreign 
coins under clause ( a ) of section 9 ; 

( e ) the class of persons and the limit up to which foreign currency account may 
be held or operated under clause (b ) of section 9 ; 
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the limit up to which foreign exchange acquired may be exempted under 
clauso (d ) of section 9 ; 

( 8 ) the limit up to which foreign exchange acquired may be retained under clause 
( e) of section 9 ; 

(h ) any other matter which is required to be, or may be, specified . 

48. Every rule and regulation made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be 
after it is mado, before each House of Parliament, while it is in session for a total period of 
thirty days which may be comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions , 
and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following the session or the successive 
sessions aforesaid , both Houses agrec in making any modification in the rule or regulation, 
or both Houses agree that the rule or regulation should not be made, the rule or regulation 
shall thereafter havo effect only in such modified for or be of no effect, as the case may 
bo; so , however, that any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that rule or regulation . 

49. (1 ) The Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 is hereby repealed and the 
Appellate Board constituted under sub -section (1 ) of section 52 of the said Act,(hereinafter 
referred to as the repcaled Act) shall stand dissolved . 

(2 ) On the dissolution of the said Appellate Board, the person appointed as Chairman 
of the Appellate Board and every other person appointed as Member and holding office as 
such immediately before such date shall vacate their respective offices and no suth 
Chairman or other person shall be entitled to claim any compensation for the premature 
termination of the term of his office or of any contract of service . 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being in force , 
no court shall tako cognizance of an offence under the repealed Act and no adjudicating 
officer shall take notice of any contravention under section 51 of the repealed Act after the 
expiry of a period of two years from the date of the commencement of this Act. 

(4) Subject to the provisions of sub - section (3) all offences committed under the 
repealed Act shall continue to be governed by the provisions of the repealed Act as if that 
Act had not been rcpealed . 

(5) Notwithstanding such repeal, 

(a ) anything done or any action taken or purported to have been done or taken 
including any rule , notification , inspection , order or notice made or issued or any 
appointment, confirmation or declaration made or any licence , permission , 
authorization or exemption granted or any document or instrument executed or any 
direction given under the Act hereby repealed shall, in so far as it is not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act, be deemed to have been done or taken under the 
corresponding provisions of this Act; 

(b ) any appeal preferred to thc Appellate Board under sub -section (2 ) of section 
52 of the repealed Act but not disposed of before the commencement of this Act 
shall stand transferred to and shall be disposed of by the Appellate Tribunal constituted 
under this Act; 

(c ) overy appeal from any decision or order of the Appellate Board under sub 
section ( 3 ) or sub- section ( 4 ) of section 52 of the repealed Act shall , if not filed 
before the commencement of this Act, be filed before the High Court within a period 
of sixty days of such commencement: 

Provided that the High Court may entertain such appeal after the expiry of the 
said period of sixty days if it is satisfied that the appellant was prevented by sufficient 
cause from filing the appeal within the said period . 

( Save as otherwise provided in sub -section (3), the mention of particular matters 
in sub-sections (2), (4) and (5) shall not be held to prejudice or affect the general application 
of section 6 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 with regard to the effect of repeal.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 was reviewed in 1993 and several 
amendments were enacted as part of the on -going procoss of economic liberalisation 
relating to foreign investment and foreign trade for closer interaction with tho world 
economy. At that stage , the Central Government decided that a further review of the 
Foreign Exchange Regulation Act would be undertaken in tho light of subsequent 
developments and experience in relation to foreign trade and investment. It was 
subsequently felt that a better course would be to repeal the existing Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act and enact a new legislation . Reserve Bank of India was accordingly askod 
to undertake a fresh exercise and suggest a new legislation. A Task Force constitutod for 
this purpose submitted its report in 1994 recommending substantial changes in the oxisting 
Act. 

2. Significant developments have taken place since 1993 such as substantial increaso 
in our foreign exchange reserves , growth in foreign trade, rationalisation of tariffs, current 
account convertibility, liberalisation of Indian investments abroad , increased access to 
external commercial borrowings by Indian corporates and participation of foreign 
institutional investors in our stock markets . 

3 . Taking into consideration the above facts a Bill to ropoal and replaco the Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 was introduced in Lok Sabha on 4th August, 1998 . Tho 
said Bill was referred to the Standing Committee on Financo , which submitted its report 
to the House on 23rd December, 1998 with cortain modifications and suggestions. Boforo 
any decision could be taken by the Central Government on the recommondations of the 
Standing Committee on Finance , the 12th Lok Sabha was dissolved . Due to the dissolution 
of the Lok Sabha the Bill also lapsed . 

4. After incorporating certain modifications and suggestions of the Standing 
Committee on Finance, the Contral Government has decided to introduce the Foreign 
Exchange Management Bill and repeal the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 . The 
provisions of the Bill aim at consolidating and amending the law relating to foreign 
exchange with the objective of facilitating external trade and payments and for promoting 
the orderly development and maintonanco of foreign exchango markets in India. 

5. The notes on clauses explain in detail various provisions contained in the BiN .

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Notes on clauses 


Clause 2 defines various expressions used in the Bill. 

Clause 3 seeks to prohibit dealings in foreign exchange except through an authorised 
person . 

Clause 4 describes the provisions in relation to acquisition , holding , etc., of foreign 
exchange, foreign security or immovable property situated outside India. 

Clause 5 stipulates that sale or drawal for all current account transactions shall 
qualify for drawal of foreign exchange from authorised persons . It also empowers the 
Central Government to prescribe , in public interest and in consultation with the Reserve 
Bank , the restrictions for such transactions as may be considered reasonable . 

Sub - olause (1 ) of clause 6 provides that subject to certain conditions and limitations 
any person may sell or draw foreign exchange to or from any authorised person for capital 
account transaction . Sub - clause ( 2 ) thereof enables the Reserve Bank , in consultation 
with the Central Government, to specify the permissible class of such transactions and 
the limits up to which foreign exchange shall be admissible for such transactions, 
Sub - clause (3 ) further enables the Reserve Bank to prohibit , restrict or regulate the specific 
transactions mentioned therein by regulations framed under the Act. Sub - clauses (4 ) and 
(5 ) incorporate the existing policy with respect to the person resident in India acquiring , 
etc., foreign assets outside India and a non - resident acquiring, etc ., assets in India while 
hc .was resident in India . Sub -clause (6 ) empowers the Reserve Bank to regulate the 
setting up of branches or offices in India by foreign fims. 

Clause 7 provides for control over repatriation of sale proceeds of exported goods. 
The clause preserves the Reserve Bank s existing powers to direct an exporter to comply 
with the requiroments as deemed fit for the purpose of ensuring that the export value of 
the goods is received without any delay , 

Clause 8 casts certain obligations on persons resident in India having any amount 
of foreign exchange due or accrued in his favour. 

Clause 9 secks to provide for cxemptions in respect of realisation and repatriation 
in the casos specified therein . Most of the transactions specified therein are at present 
exempted in terms of various notifications of the Reserve Bank . 

Clause 10 empowers the Reserve Bank to authorise persons to deal in foreign 
exchange or in forcign securities . The authorisation can also be granted for dealing in 
foreign securities besides foreign exchange . The Reserve Bank may specify the conditions 
in the authorisation and may also revoke the same in the public interest in the case of any 
contravention of the provisions of the Act or failure to comply with the conditions in 
the authorisation , 

Clause 11 empowers the Reserve Bank to issue directions to authorised persons 
and impose penalty if the direction given by the Reserve Bank is contravened by any 
authorised person . 

Clause 12 empowers the Reserve Bank to inspect the authorised person who shall 
have to produce such books, accounts and other documents, etc., as may be required by 
the officer making the inspection . 

Clause 13 deals with the contraventions as civil offences and the adjudicating officers 
are empowered to impose penalties. 

Clause 14 lays down the procedure for payment of penalty and the consequences of 
civil imprisonment for failure to make full payment of the penalty within the specified 
period . It provides that the detention order shall be executed like a warrant of arrest . 
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Clause 15 seeks to vest in the Directorate of Enforcement the powers to compound 
offences. This power is to be exercised in accordance with the provisions of the rules 
framed by the Central Government. 


Clause 16 provides for appointment of CentralGovernment officers as Adjudicating 
Authorities for holding an inquiry for the purpose of imposing any penalty . It also provides 
for the procedure for taking cognizance by the Adjudicating Authority and confor powers 
of a civil court on the said Authority . 

Clause 17 provides for appeals to the Special Director (Appeal) from the orders 
made by the Adjudicating Authority being an Assistant Director of Enforcement or Deputy 
Director of Enforcement. 

Clause 18 provides for establishment of an Appellate Tribunal and appointment of 
SpecialDirector (Appeals ) to hear appeals against the orders of theAdjudicating Authority. 

Clause 19 provides for preferring of appeal before the Appellate Tribunal against 
the order made by the Adjudicating Authority and the Special Director (Appeals ), period 
for filing the appeal, condonation of delay for sufficientcause and the period for disposal 
of appeal. 

Clauses 20 to 23 provide for the composition of the Appellate Tribunal, the 
qualifications for appointment of the Chairperson , other Members of the Appellate 
Tribunal and the Special Director (Appeals ), the term of office of the Chairperson and 
other Members and the Special Director (Appeals) and their salary and allowances and 
other conditions of service . 

Clause 24 deals with filling up of the casual vacancies. 
Clause 25 deals with resignation of the Chairperson or a Member. 

Clause 26 explains certain circumstances in which a Member may act as 
Chairperson 

Clause 27 requires the Central Government to provide the Appellate Tribunal and 
the Special Director (Appeals) with officers and other employces . 

Clause 28 enables the Appellate Tribunal and the Special Director ( Appeals ) to 
adopt its own procedurc . The proceedings of the Appellate Tribunal and the Special 
Director (Appcals) shall be deemed to be judicial proceedings . 

Clause 29 provides for distribution of business of the Appellate Tribunal amongst 
the Benches , 

Clause 30 empowers the Chairperson to transfer cases from onc Bench to another 
Bench . 

Clause 31 provides that the decision of the Appellate Tribunal shall be by majority , 

Clause 32 provides that the appellant may take the assistance of a legal practitioner 
or a chartered accountant to present his case before the Appellate Tribunal and the Special 
Director ( Appeals). 

Clause 33 declares the Chairperson , Members, officers and other employees of the 
Appellate Tribunal and the Special Director (Appeals ) and the Adjudicating Authority to 
be public servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code . 

Clause 34 bars the jurisdiction of the civil court in respect ofmatters to be dealt 
with by Adjudicating Authority or by the Appellate Tribunal or the Special Director 
( Appeals ). 

Clause 35 provides for filing an appeal to the High Court against the decision or 
order of the Appellate Tribunal on a question of law arising out of such decision or order. 

Clauses 36 to 38 provide for ostablishment of a Directorate of Enforcement, powers 
to be exercised by the officers of the Directorate of Enforcement and other officer 
authorised by the Central Government in respect of search , seizure, etc . 
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Sub - clause (1 ) of clause 40 empowers the Central Government in the public interest 
and by notification to suspend or relax the provisions of the Act in certain circumstancos. 
Sub -clause ( 3) provides that notification issued for suspension of relaxation shall be laid 
before each House of Parliament. 

Clause 41 empowers the Central Government to give general or special directions 
to the Reserve Bank . 

Clause 42 provides that where contravention of any of the provisions of this 
enactment is committed by a Company, the person responsible for the conduct of its 
business shall be deemed to be guilty of the contravention . 

Clause 44 bars the prosecution or legal proceedings against the officers of the 
Central Government or the Reserve Bank or any other person exercising any powers or 
discharging any functions or performing any duties under the provisions of this enactment 
for anything done in good faith . 

Clause 45 empowers the Central Government to remove the difficulties in giving 
effect to the provisions of the Bill after its enactment. 

Clause 46 empowers the Central Government to frame the rules. 

Clause 47 empowers the Reserve Bank to make regulations to carry out the 
provisions of this enactment. 

Clause 48 provides for laying before Parliament the rules and the regulations made 
under this enactment. 

Clause 49 provides for repeal of the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 and 
for dissolution of the Appellate Board constituted under section 52 of the said Act . 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Sub- clause ( 1) of clause 16 provides for appointment of Adjudicating Authorities . 
It is proposed to utilize some of the existing posts in the Directorate of Enforcement for 
this purpose . No additional expenditure is, therefore , contemplated at this stage for 
appointment of the Adjudicating Authorities on this account. 

Clause 18 provides for establishment of appointment of Appellate Tribunal and 
Special Director (Appeal). At present the Appellate Board constituted under the Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 consists of a full-time Chairperson and other Members. 
For the present, the size of the Appellate Tribunal will be retained the same as that of the 
existing Board . The actual recurring expenditure on Foreign Exchange Regulation Appellate 
Board for the year 1997 - 98 was rupees twelve lakh and forty thousand approximately. No 
additional expenditure shall be involved on this account put on one office of the Special 
Director ( Appeals ) there may be per annum approximately rupees ten lakh as recurring 
and rupees twelve lakh as non-recurring expenditurc. 

Sub - clause ( 1 ) ofclause 36 of the Bill provides for the establishment of a Directorate 
of Enforcement. The existing Foreign Exchange Regulation Act to which the proposed 
Bill seeks to replace , already provides for the Directorate of Enforcement. The expenditure 
connected with the pay and allowances, etc ., of the Directorate of Enforcement is being 
regularly voted by the Parliament. On this account the budget estimates for the year 
1998 - 99 is rupees fourteen crore. The Bill if enacted shall not involve any additional 
expenditure on this account. 

The Bill, if enacted , initially will involve per annum approximately an additional 
recurring expenditure of rupees ten lakh and non -recurring expenditure of rupees twelve 
lakh on one office of the Special Director (Appeals) . 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 46 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make rules for the 
purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of the proposed enactment. Various matters 
in relation to which such rules may be made have been enumerated in detail under various 
items of sub -clause ( 2 ) of that clause and relate mainly to the form of appeal, fee for 
filing such appeal , the manner of holding an enquiry by the Adjudicating Authority , the 
manner of authentication of any document by any authority or a person . 

Clause 47 of the Bill empowers the Reserve Bank to frame regulations to carry out 
the provisions of the proposed enactment and the rules framed thereunder. The matters in 
relation to which such regulationsmay bemade have been explained in detail under sub 
clausc ( 2) of that clause . Such regulations may provide for the permissible classes of 
capital account transactions, the manner and the form in which the declaration is to be 
furnished by every exporter of goods, the period and themanner of repatriation of foreign 
exchange and the permissible limits up to which foreign currency, foreign coins and 
foreign exchange may be acquired or retained . 

These matters of detail are essential for effective administration of the provisions 
of the Bill. It is difficult to provide for all the situations in the Bill itself and the delegation 
of thcso legislative powers is , thereforc , of a normal character.
